CHICAGO, May 1.—Developments on the 
Roard of Trade today are said to indicate 
thet George H. Phillips, the bull leader, has 
successfully run a corner in both May corn 
and May oats. 

On May contracts he took in about 2,500,- 
000 bushels of corn and 1,500,000 bushels of 
oats this morning. May corn opened with 
tales at prices ranging from 49c to 48%4c. 
&horts who had sold corn to Phillips and did 
not have it to deliver, bid the market up 
to B0c, the price Phillips said the option 
would reach, during the first hour and.a 
half. Phillips himself helped bid the prices 
up. Shorts in May oats also seemed to be 
in his power, the price for them advancing 
early from %%c to 4c, making a new high 
- Fecord. 7 

Phillips sold corn at 50 cents. 

The assumption that the markets have 
been cornered is based chiefly on the fact 
that deliveries of corn and oats today ac- 
count for nearly all the contract stocks now 
in store. Those who have sold have until 
the end of the month to deliver. Whether 
the short interest in corn is a large one is a 
question only Phillips can tell, and he says 
it would not be policy to do so. He did 
say, however, that the line of corn con- 
trolled by him is very large. His oats line

St. Louis stove manufacturers deny that 
they have entered into a combine with those 
of Detroit, Chicago and other cittes, as 
stated in press dispatches from the former 


PNo proposition of any kind has twen 
made us,"’ said J. W..Van Cleave, treasur- 
er of Buck's Stove and Range Co. #aWednes- 
day morning, “and if a trust is being or- 
I know nothing of it. 

“I won't say that we positively will not 
sell out, if our price is offered, but so far 
no negotiations to that end have been 


made, 

‘' “A consolidation of all the stove and 
range factories of St. Louis would be possi- 
ble within 12 hours if the purchasers had 
money enough. Several million dollars 
would be required, however. 

“I know Mr. Chanies B. Wartrren of De- 
troit, who is credite@ with being the mov- 
ing spirit in the proposed consolidation. He 
is a prominent stove manufacturer him- 
self, and if it im true, as stated, that the 
deal is to be financed by some of the strong- 
est institutions in New York, there may be 
something in it. 

“However, | am positive nothing definite 
has yet been done in St. Louis. Mr. War- 
ren has never been here, and if he has sent 
agents here I know nothing of them. 

“A combination of stove manufacturers 
- has been talked of and dreamed of for the 
last 10 years. No such combination wouid 
be possible that did not include St. Louls, 
which manufactures more stoves and 
Tanges than any other city in the world. 
The business has been exceptionally good 
for the last few years, but I believe every 
one of the eight or nine firms here would 
sell if offered its price. 

“The formation of a stove trust would be 
@ good thing for St. Louis, as it would mean 
the concentration here of the business of a 
great many of the asmaller concerns 
hroughout the county. I believe the De-

FAIR NUMBER OF VISITORS PASS 
IN AT THE OPENING. 


The Weather Not All That Couid Be 
Desired, Following » Night of 
Rain—No Formal Ceremony 
Marked the Beginning. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., May 1.—The gates of 
the Pan-American Exposition were thrown 
open this morning, and, notwithstanding 
it had rained all night and the weather con- 
ditions were threatening, large crowds were 
gathered at each of the gates, and as the 
morning brightened the various routes to 
the grounds were all patronized by those 
who desired to be present at the opening. 

At 8:30 o'clock the turnstiles clicked, and 
the first of the millions of people who will 
visit this beautiful rainbow city duning 
the six months of its exjstence, passed into 
the grounds to view and. study the products 
of American ingenuity and _ scienti re- 
search and the resources of the two ecun- 
tinents of the Western Hemisphere which 
fill the magnificent buildings, autiful In 
their architectural design, harmonious in 
their coloring and interior decoration. 

No ceremonies marked the o 
gates, it having been decided by the man- 
agement to combine the opening day cer- 
emonies with those of dedication day, 
May 20. The change in the date, however, 


i} did not cause a moment's relaxation of the 


strenuous efforts being put forth by every 
one connected with the exposition to have 
everything as nearly ready as possible for 
today’s opening. The aeeerenes of the 
buildings and grounds this morning. bore 
ample evidence of their effects. Storm

Joe, alias “Kid,”” Bowers, whose connec- 
tion with a’ miner's bag of gold dust during 
the wild days of the Klondike led to ths 
shooting of the celebrated “Soapy’’ Smith 
through the heart, July 7, 1898, at Skagway, 
Alaska, is the prisoner of Chief of Detec- 
tives Desmond. 

Bowers was an eyewitness of the deadly 
duel betWeen his chief and Frank Reid. e 
was one of Smith's gang of sure-thing gam- 
blers, who were run out of the gold fields 
by the vigilantes of Skagway after the 
tragedy.

Detective Zeigler arrested Bowers Mon- 
day morning in front of Union Station. 
The prisoner's identification was completed 


by the Bertillon bureau when he was deliv- 
ered to that office to be measured and 
photographed. A record of his, operations 
in the Klondike was given hffn to read. 
He recognized his picture and the account 


of his operations. 'He will. be held for 
idling. 

Bowers is noted all over the West as 
the king of monte and shell men. His 
winning smile and fascinating manner 
recommended him to Thomas Jefferson 
Smith, formerly a resident of St. Louls, 
known to criminal fame as Dag 48 when 
that shrewd gambler met him in Denver 
ten years ago and he engaged the ‘Kid’ 
to do the ‘‘stalling’’ whenever ‘‘the chief’: 
was operating the three cards or the shells. 

When the Alaskan gold fever became 
contagious, Smith gathered about him a 
staff of clever men and burst upon Skag- 
way, the outfitting point for Dawson City, 
with ‘a complete gambling paraphernalia 
and plenty of money. 

Smith's fame had ‘preceded: him, and 
when he opened a gambling resort in the 
mushroom city he did a land office busi- 
ness. Miners returning from the interior 
with their stakes usually left most of their 
gold dust in the hands of Smith. He waxed 
rich and powerful. It was his influence 
that changed the course of the railway to 
the gold fields so that it passed area 
the property owned bv his faction. “Ki 

Bowers here tells the story of the gamb- 
ling king's rise and fall in his own way. 

‘sett just owned that town and there's 
no two ways about it. There were two 
factiéns. All of them was wolves, if you'll 
believe me. They was there not for their 
health and it was the first man to the 
better.

A Washington detective. discovered that 
on Friday night, while the two Michel 
gypsy girls were under arrest in Washing- 
ton, one of their uncles went to a tele-: 
graph office in that city and sent a dis- 
patch to Jersey City, for which he paid 
7 cents. 

This uncle waited two hours for a reply. 
and when he received it he departed.

The operator who received it, to the best 
of his recollection, says the answer read: 

‘‘Impossible. . Wait.”’

If you are alive, sick or well, write to me 
or send some’ word that-your parents may be 
spared from insanity and perhaps death. Yoh 
will not be punished.

It is the opinion-of Capt. Titus Knd the 
New Jersey detectives that the gypsy mes- 
sage was sent te a member of some gypsy 
camp near Jersey City.

Capt. Titus learned that John Michel, 
father of the two gypsy giris arrested ‘ns 
Washington, bad disappeared from the 
gypsy camp, in Alexandria, Va., about three 
or four weeks ago. 

No charge is made against Michel, and 
there is no evidence to indicate that Willie 
McCormick has been in his company, but it 
is thought that the gypsy may be able to 
clear up the mystery surrounding the scrap 
of paper found in_ the possession of his 
daughters. Capt. Titus is more than ever 
impressed with this clue, which is the first 
bit of seemingly tangible evidence that has 
been unearthed since Willie disappea 3

When the troops at Tien Tsin are re- 
G@uced to 2,000 by the granting, possibly, of 
a auarter of the concessions, then the 
question of an absolute Chinese adminis- 
tration may be considered. 

The creation of a chief command is desir- 
eblie for purely militarv: reasons, as in 
cases of disorder or troubles of any kind 
military measures will be required. These 
measures must take place where these 
troubles occur and the authority of the 
commandemin-chief must al#o extend to 
the legation guards at Pekin. 

Count von Waldersee thinks the min- 
fster’s statement that there had never 
been a military administration or a per- 
manent m#itary organization in Pekin, as 
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walked out because of the company's alleged 
meglect to feed the mules employed in the 
mine, has been settled. 
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
